The  bracketed  figures  given  above  are  the  rates  for  the  Urban 
District  of  Wellington.  It  should  be  pointed  out  that  the  Death 
rate  given  above  for  the  Urban  District  (11 .38)  differs  from  that  given 
earlier  in  this  report,  viz.:  15.18,  and  is  arrived  at  by  multiplying 
the  crude  Death  rate  of  the  area  by  a  factor  supplied  by  the  Registrar 
General  for  this  purpose,  thus — 15.18  x  .75  =  11.38.  The  reason 
for  this  is  to  make  the  Death  rate  of  the  Local  area  comparable,  from 
a  mortality  point  of  view,  with  the  crude  death  rate  of  the  Country  as 
a  whole,  because  the  population  of  various  areas  are  not  similarly 
constituted  as  regards  the  proportions  of  their  sex  and  age  group 
components .

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 

The  Hospitals,  Clinics,  Treatment  Centres,  etc.,  available  for 
the  inhabitants  of  the  area  were  fully  described  in  the  report  for 
No  changes  have  occurred  since  then. 
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Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water  Supply. — There  is  an  excellent  and  pure  supply  of  water 
for  the  district .  There  is  also  a  sufficiency  which  was  put  to  the  test 
during  the  abnormal  drought  of  1933  and  succeeded  by  another  in 
1934,  during  which  years  there  was  no  curtailment  of  supplies  for 
domestic  purposes. 

The  proposals  which  the  Council  had  under  consideration  in  1933, 
for  increasing  the  storage  capacity  and  pressure  of  water  in  the  mains, 
was  the  subject  of  a  Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry.  The  proposals  were 
as  follows. — The  erection  of  a  reinforced  concrete  tower,  wTith  tank 
capacity  of  approximately  100,000  gallons,  at  Rockwell  Green;  a  new 
pumping  main  from  Westford  to  Rockwell  Green  tower ;  a  new  main 
from  Courtland  Road  to  Mantle  Street ;  a  new  collecting  tank  at 
Payton  and  new  engines  at  Payton  and  Westford.  The  estimated 
cost  of  these  works  is  expected  to  be  £ 7 ,584 .  The  scheme  was  approved 
and  the  loan  sanctioned  by  the  Minister  of  Health. 

Sewage  Disposal. — Practically  the  whole  of  the  Sewage  is  dealt 
with  at  the  Disposal  Works.  A  few  properties  on  the  outlying 
portions  of  the  district  are  not  connected  to  the  Sewer,  but  deal  with 
their  own  sewage  by  methods  free  from  nuisance. 

As  mentioned  in  the  report  for  1933,  the  final  effluent  from  the 
Sewage  Works  which  travels  in  an  open  ditch,  1 ,000  ft  long  and  enters 
the  river  Tone  had  not  proved  satisfactory  on  analysis  and  that  the 
Council  had  under  consideration  a  scheme  for  reconstructing  the 
Works.  By  the  end  of  1934,  a  scheme  was  definitely  formulated  by 
the  Council’s  Engineers,  and  accepted,  but  was  awaiting  the  usual 
Local  Inquiry  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  before  sanction  can  be  given 
for  a  loan.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  Scheme  is  approximately 
/9,330  and  includes  such  items  as  new  or  reconstructed  Settlement 
and  Storm  Tanks,  Dosing  Chamber,  new  Filters  and  reconditioning 
existing  Filters,  new*  Sprinklers,  Humus  Filter,  Sludge  Beds,  etc. 

As  certain  effluents  from  trade  wastes  are  apt  to  get  into  the 
Sewer  and  damage  the  Disposal  Works,  the  Council  decided  to  lay 
down  certain  conditions  for  the  prevention  of  damaging  liquids  enter¬ 
ing  the  Sewers  from  the  local  Milk  Factory.  The  Council  have  power 
to  do  this  under  Sec.  7  of  the  Rivers  Pollution  Prevention  Act,  1876, 
and  Sec.  17  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment  Act),  1890.  Milk 
and  w*aste  liquids  from  cheese  making  are  very  polluting;  a  gallon  of 
milk  is  as  polluting  and  difficult  to  treat  as  100  gallons  of  sewrage  and 
whey  equally  as  bad  to  deal  with.  The  following  reasonable  require¬ 
ments  were  laid  down  by  the  Council  and  accepted  by  the  Company : 

1 —  An  undertaking  to  discharge  no  whey  to  any  Sewer. 

2 —  The  cheese  room  to  be  so  constructed  that  all  liquids  from  it 
must  flow  into  the  w*hey  tank. 

3 —  The  whey  tank  to  have  no  overflow  into  any  sewrer  or  any  means 
by  which  the  contents  can  gain  access  to  the  Sewer. 

4 —  The  Company  be  required  to  take  particular  care  that  no  raw 
milk  as  such  [i  .e.,  other  than  milk  washings)  gains  access  to  the  Sewer 
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Housing . 


As  reported  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1933,  the  whole  district 
was  surveyed  for  the  purposes  of  Slum  Clearance  under  the  Housing 
Act,  1930,  and  22  areas  were  provisionally  submitted  to  the  Council 
as  Clearance  Areas,  comprising  106  dwelling-houses,  and  two  houses 
were  proposed  for  demolition  under  Sec.  19  of  the  Act. 


On  the  30th  November,  1934,  the  Council  made  Clearance  Orders 
in  respect  of  21  areas  out  of  the  22  provisionally  submitted,  the 
latter  area  having  been  made  fit  at  very  considerable  expense  by  the 
owner.  The  areas  were  declared  by  the  Council  in  the  local  Press  on 
December  5th,  1934.  They  were  as  follows: —

Diphtheria. — There  was  no  large  outbreak  of  Diphtheria  in  the 
district,  though  the  type  was  severe.  Eighteen  cases  were  notified, 
giving  a  case  rate  of  2.6  per  1,000  of  the  population  against  the  case 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  1.7.  In  addition  to  these  cases  4 
carriers  were  found  and  the  total  of  22  patients  removed  to  the 
Taunton  and  District  Joint  Isolation  Hospital.  Two  other  patients 
were  also  sent  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  as  suspected  Diphtheria 
but  were  found  negative.  There  was  one  death  in  the  Hospital  from 
this  disease,  a  case  requiring  tracheotomy.  The  Table  of  Death 
Returns  shows  two  deaths  from  Diphtheria.  The  second  case  con¬ 
tracted  the  disease  outside  the  Urban  District  and  died  in  another 
Hospital,  but  his  usual  place  of  residence  being  in  this  area,  his 
death  was  a  transferable  return. 

Tuberculosis . — Five  cases  (two  males  and  three  females)  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  two  cases  (one  male  and  one  female) 
of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year.  Seven 
deaths  from  the  disease  occurred  during  the  year — Five  Pulmonary 
(one  male  and  four  females)  and  two  Non-Pulmonary  cases  (one  n  ale 
and  one  female) .
